It has been ftated thatGeneral Buonaparte has arriv- 

ed at Cairo. - If this is the fad; if may afford matter 

of fpeculatioh how he is to’ proceed next :—The 
following remarks have been made on t'sis fubjett. 

** It feems to be generally imagined that he would 
attempt to crofs the [{thmus to Suez, in order to gain 
the fhores of the Red Sea, through the defart. Sap- 
poling, however, that he had fubdued the refiftance of 
the Egyptian Beys, aod diflipated their inmmediate fears 
of any defign againft themfelves, he might find them 
réady to facilitate his paflage through their dominions, 
Perhaps, in this cafe, he might- attempt a courle in 
many refpects preferable to that through the defart to 
Suez. According to the accounts of travellers, there 
is no fcarcity of veflels - the Nile, and indeed ‘his 
own tranfports might be fitted to its navigation. Inftead 
therefore of crofling the Defert from Cairo to Suez, it 
would be much more eligible to mount up the Nile to 
Cous, or Cophtos. This mede of travelling would be 
much more commodious for his army; he would pafs 
through a fertile country, which would fupply him with 
every thing. From Cophtos he might travel through the 
defart to Coffeir. This route is perfectly practicable, 
and prefents many advantages. 

“ 'Thathe might afcend the Niley will fcareely be 
difpated, that he might march from the banks of the 
Nile by the route of the caravans to‘Coffeir, feems like- 
wife very poffible. .- Of the journey, Savary in his letters 
on’ Egypt, * fays, “ In winter, the journey to Cofleir 
is not attended with the fame difadvantages as in the 
fummer ; the heat is moderate. .. The attack of Brigands 
is the only thing which travellershave to apprehertd, 
but by affembling in troops, they may ‘be fecured ‘from 
their purfuit.. Even duritig fummer, provided’ they 
take cate to have a fupply of provifions, and to carry 
water in earthen veflels, or in fkins, men accultomed to 
the temperature of warm climates, perform the journey 
without inconvenience. 

** By following this route Buotiaparte will derive 
many advantages. ‘The march by land is perhaps 
longer, but it is much. more praticable. The. whole 
of the navigation of the Sea, to the extent of 
100 leagues, which is confideted as perilous, would be 
avoided. Not only would he himfelf efcape its dangers, 
but likewife the veffels which he expeéts to meet him 
would avoid the rifk of the voyage both in going and 
returning.
